f The Registrar of Civil Bills, in the Cily Court of the Recorder of Dublin, has been granted 
under very special circumstances, 100 l. per annum extra remuneration under the -27th section 
and 100/. per annum l'or clerical assistance, &c., under the 15th section, of the County Officers 
and Courts Act, 1877. This office was created by 81 Geo. 2, o. 16, but will cease to exist upon 
the occurrence of the next vacancy therein. The present holder is not entitled to a special pension 
under the 24th section of the County Officers and Courts Act, 1877. The Registrar of Civil Bills 
stood in the same position to the Recorder that the Clerks of the Peace did to the Assistant 
Barristers in relation to Civil business.
